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MAP  DEPOSITORY  LIBRARY  ADDRESS  CHANGES 


The  U.S.  Geological  Survey  distributes  its  maps,  as  well  as  those  of 
the  Defense  Mapping  Agency,  to  map  depository  libraries  that  participate 
in  the  GPO/USGS/DMA  program.    The  program  is  administered  by  GPO,  which 
prepares  computer  tapes  that  list  the  address  and  item  selections  for 
each  participating  map  depository  library.     GPO  forwards  the  tapes  to 
USGS  for  generation  of  mailing  labels  that  are  placed  on  map  packages 
for  distribution  to  the  libraries.    The  tapes  are  updated  and  furnished 
by  GPO  to  TTSOS  on  a  six  month  cycle .    Therefore,  whenever  it  becomes 
necessary  to  change  a  library's  address  (including  a  change  to  another 
location  on  campus  for  university  libraries,  or  adding  a  department  name 
or  building  name  to  an  existing  address),  please  alert  GPO  to  the  need 
(see  Aviministrative  Notes,    vol.  6,  no.  3,  V%)  and  allow  up  to  six 
months  for  the  maps  sent  on  depository  to  reflect  the  change  on  the 
package  label.    Because  of  the  large  volume  of  maps  distributed  (6-7 
million  maps  annually)  and  personnel  limitations,  USGS  will  not  make 
labels  manually  as  a  stop-gap  while  awaiting  the  next  updated  GPO  tape.

Map  Indexes  have  two  SuDoc  class  numbers  assigned  in  the  List  of 
Classes .     The  SuDoc  class  number  T  19.U1/R:     and  item  number  061Q-C, 
which  were  assigned  prior  to  the  HSOS/PMA/^PO  rmp  project,  have  been 
cancelled.     The  Geologic  Map  Tndexes  will  be  distributed  under  °5uDoc 
class  number  I  19.%:    and  item  number  0619-G-?S,  which  were  established 
for  the  USOS/"nMA/OPO  map  project. 

A  few  Geologic  Map  Tndexes  that  lacked  covers  were  recently  distributed 
by  GPO  under  the  cancelled  SuDoc  class  numbers.     The  USGS  will 
distribute  complete  copies  of  these  and  future  indexes  in  this  series 
under  the  SuDdc  class  number  T  19.%:     and  item  number  n^iQ_rr_pP. 
Libraries  are  not  required  to  retain  the  incomplete  copies. 

The  item  name  for  class  I  19. %:     will  be  changed  from  "OT  -  Index  to 
Geologic  Mapping  of  the  United  ^tates"  to  "Geolop-ic  Map  Index  of 
(various  states V.     mhe  description  will  remain  the  same  as  it  was. 


GEOLOGIC  MAP  INDEXES 
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THE  FEDERAL  RESERVE  SYSTEM  BOARD  OE  GOVERNORS 

The  Federal  Reserve  System  Board  does  not  require  Congressional 
authorization  to  expend  funds.     In  addition,  the  funds  received  by  the 
Federal  Reserve  System  Board  of  Governors  through  assessments  against 
banks  "shall  not  be  constructed  to  be  Government  funds  or  appropriated 
moneys."    12  U.S.C.  S  24*1.    Therefore,  we  have  concluded  that  Federal 
Reserve  System  Board  of  Governors  publications  are  not  published  "at 
Government  expense"  and  are  not  required  to  be  provided  to  depository 
libraries .

their  search  for  documents,  specifying  that  the  "search  should  begin, 

not  in  Washington,  but  on  the  local  level,  at  a  depository  library."
